ICING 
CONDITIONS” 


Frequently in news bulletins 
and pilots’ stories the phrase “ot 
curs ‘we found severe icing con- 
ditions’. Ice is one of the real! 
troubles which sometimes beset 


long 
runs, but most of ther ‘are so ex- 
‘perienced that.they cary avoid ser- 
ious consequences by taking pro- 
per action. They may have ‘to 
come lower, and find a slightly 
warmer temperature, or they may 
go much higher and find cons 
ditions cold but dry. 


Sometimes, however, they. cans 
not get out of the icing conditions 
by either move; the humidity and 
temperature are against them. 
Then it is a matter of real air- 
manship, and not infrequently an 
anxious time. Ice, not in flakes 
‘but in considerable chunks is 
thrown from the airseretw and 
other parts of the aircraft, and 
sometimes the carburetter intake 
suffers, 


Recently a pilot, returned from 
a long trip with a smile and a 
very black eye. He had been.tak- 
ing one of our heavy bombers 
across to pay a visit to a parti- 
cular target in Germany. The 
Germans suffered from his visits 
but on the way his aircraft iced 
up so badly that the airscrew was' 
throwing off ice in disturbing 
quantities. One particularly large 
piece came off with such force, 
that it broke through the glazing 
of the cockpit and almost: knock 
ed the pilot out, hitting him 
squarely in the face.

Six-Day Course 


Exch school takes about 20 men 
at oa UUme. The course lasts six 
days. 

Besides practical demonstra~- 
tions, the students have film shows 
and lectures given by technical 
experts. Borough surveyors of the 
councils in whose areas 
schools have been set up, and 
other technicians in the area, help 
in the training plan, 

Among the subjects taught 
are bullding construction, shor- 
ing up of buildings; the use of 
derricks and jacks, acetylene 
cutting, scaffolding and varlous 
demolition methods.

There is a good deal of 
evidence to show that 
there is little enthusiasm 
in Germany for the war. 
The latest report is an 
article in the ‘Chicago 
Daily News” by a writer 
who has spent six years 
in Berlin as the corres- 
pondent of that paper. 


He describes the nervous|' 


wear and tear of the vio- 
lent experiences through 
which the German peo- 
ple have passed in thé 
last twenty years; he ob- 
Serves that he has often 
seen German _ soldiers 
passing through Berlin 
and other cities on their 
way. to the front and only 
once heard soldiers sing- 


ing; he speaks of the Ger- 
man people as “tired as 
few people in the world 
have ever been tired 
without breaking down.” 
. To maintain their spirit 
at all it is necessary for 
the Nazis to give the Ger- 
mans at home a _ rose- 
coloured view of the Ger- 
man behaviour abroad. 
The Nazis, therefore, who 
use films in neutral coun- 
tries to show how ruth- 
less they are to ‘peoples 
who resist them use films 
at home to show how con- 
siderate is their conduct. 


It would be idle to ex- 
pect the: war to come to 
an end because the Ger- 
man people are tired, 
bearing the burden of ex- 
hausting years and_ dis- 
appointed hopes, But 
the state of mind of Ger- 
many would become im- 
portant once a movement. 
of liberation began in 
Europe. The Germans 
are hated in every coun- 
try. This is not less true 
of Italy, the ally of the 
Nazis, than of those peo- 
ples who are their vic, 
tims. If once the bitter, 
detestation and longing, 
for vengeance bred by the 
Nazi system found an op- 
portunity, Germany 
would have to withstand 
a great popular force. An

Prophets Of Woe 


According to precedent, the re- 
cent meeting of the two dictators 
is made the occasion in the Ger- 
man Press of lurid prognostica- 
tions of woe for all who presume 
to stand in the path of the uncon- 
querable Axis, The “Essener Na- 
tional Zeitung’ prophesies that 
events will flow from it as momen- 
tous fur Europe in 1941 as were 
the results of previous meetings 
in 1939 and 1940. The war in 
1939 saw the annihilation of Po- 
Jand, that of 1940 the annihilation 
of France; 1941 is destined to see 
the crowning victory—the destruc- 
tion of Britain. Half a year of 
preparation was needed for the 
death-blow of France; half a year 
has been devoted to preparing 
the death-blow of England. Once 
again, the E.N.Z. concludes, the 
world is about to witness historic 
events of like magnitude to those 
which have always succeeded 
meetings between Hitler and 
Mussolini ever sinc® Italy's entry 
into the war. The paper for- 
bears to point out that the historic 
events which followed the last 
meeting were the successive de- 
feats of*the Italian Army in Al- 
bania and Ltbya. 


Marshal Petain’s fabian policy 
rouses ever-increasing impatience 
among the: Nazis.

Here is an example of 
the methods adopted by 
the Nazis is give the 
French people in occupied 
France the impression 
that they are “good” to 
them by providing therm 
with food.

_ AND THE WAR 


There is a good deal of 
evidence to show that 
there is little enthusiasm 
in Germany for the war. 
The latest report is an 
article im the “Chicago 
Daily News” by a writer 
who has -spent six years 
in Berlin as the corres- 
pondent of that paper. 


- He describes the nervous

wear and tear of the vio- 
lent experiences through 
which the German peo- 
ple have passed in the 
last twenty years; he ob- 
serves that he has often 
seen German _ soldiers 
passing through Berlin 
and other cities on their 
way to the front and only 
once heard soldiers sing- 
ing; he speaks of the Ger- 
man people as “tired as 
few people in the world 
have ever been tired 
without breaking down.” 


To maintain their spirit 
at all it is necessary for 
the Nazis to give the Ger- 
mans at home a_ rose- 
coloured view of the Ger- 
man behaviour abroad. 
The Nazis, therefore, who 
use films in neutral coun- 
tries to show how ruth- 
less they are to peoples 
who resist them use films 
at home to show how con- 
siderate is their conduct. 


It would be idle to ex- 
pect the war to come to 
an end because the Ger- 
man people are tired, 
bearing the burden of ex- 
hausting years and dis- 
appointed . hopes. But 
the state of mind of Ger- 
many would become im- 


portant once a movement, 


of liberation began in 
Europe. The Germans 
are hated in every coun- 


-try. This is not less true} 


of Italy, the ally of the 
Nazis, than of those peo- 
ples who are their vic- 
tims.

There is a good deal of | 


evidence to show that 
there is little enthusiasm 
in Germany for the war. 
The latest report is an 
article in the “Chicago 
Dally News” by a writer 
who has spent six years 
in Berlin as the corres- 
pondent of that paper. 
He’ describes the nervous 
wear and tear of the vio- 
lent experiences through 
which the German peo- 
ple have passed in thé 
last twenty years; he ob- 
serves that he has often 
seen German soldiers 
passing through Berlin 
and other cities on their 
way to the front and only 
once heard soldiers sing- 
ing; he speaks of the Ger- 
man people as “tired as 
few people in the world 
have ever been tired 
without breaking down.” 

To maintain their spirit 
at all it is necessary for 
the Nazis to give the Ger- 
mans at home a_ rose- 
coloured view of the Ger- 
_ man behaviour abroad. 
The Nazis, therefore, who 
use films in neutral coun- 
tries to show how ruth- 
less they are to peoples 
who resist them use films 
at home to show how con- 
siderate is their conduct.

“SEVERE 
ICING 
CONDITIONS” 


Frequently in news _— bulletins 
and pilots’ stories the phrase oc- 
curs ‘we found severe icing con. 
ditions’. Ice is one of the real 
troubles which sometimes beset 
our bomber pilots on their long 
runs, but most of them are so ex- 
perienced that they can avoid ser- 
jous consequences by taking pro- 
per action. They may have to 
come lower, and find a slightly 
warmer tempcrature, or they may 
go much higher and find con- 
ditions cold but dry. 


Sometimes, however, they can- 
not get out of the icing conditions 
by cither move; the humidity and 
temperature are against them. 
Then it is a matter of real air-' 
manship, and‘not infrequently an 
anxious time. Ice, ‘not in flakes 
but in considerable chunks is 
thrown from:the airscrew and: 
other parts of the aircraft, ‘and 
sometimes the carburetter intake . 
suffers. 


Recently a pilot returned. from 
a long trip with a-smile and a 
very black eye.
